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NON-FINAL REJECTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claim 1 1 in the reply filed on 31 October 
2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1-10 and 12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 31 October 2005. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The Amendment filed on 31 October 2005 cancels the non-elected claims, claims 
1-10 and claim 12. Claim 1 1 is the only claim that remains pending in the application. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the fiber alignment 
system with V grooves must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

9. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the claim fails 
to include the essential connections between each of the components. The claim has 
listed a series of components with none of the essential structural relationships, it is 
unclear how each of the components are coupled to form the device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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11. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,690,864 to Dee et al. 

Referring to claim 1 1, the Dee et al. reference discloses all the limitations of the 
claimed invention. The Dee et al. reference discloses a device for the automated 
coupling of a waveguide to a light emitting source (87), including: a fiber alignment 
system with precise V grooves (50) and control feedback; a high power external light 
source (84); a light injection and reflection system (56); and an alignment system 
controller (70). See Fig. 1 along with its respective portions of the specification. Light is 
clearly injected into the fiber (56) where it is internally reflected as it is transmitted within 
the fiber. Therefore the fiber meets the limitations of being a light injection and 
reflection system.
